MILK INSPECTOR SOUNDS 
WARNING TO PASS 
RESIDENTS 


A warning has been issued to 
‘Crow’s Nest Pass residents on the 
danger of puirchasing milk cows 
which are infected with Bangs: 
disease. M. D. Phillips, milk in- 
spector stationed ‘ at. Lethbridge, 
has recently completed a survey 
in the Crow’s Nest Pass. While 
there he discovered that dairy cows 
at the various homes were unpro- 
tected against: Bang’s disease, al- 
‘though about 25 per cent of the 
animals were TB tested. 
The survey included 90 animals 
~at Maple Leaf, Bellevue-River Bot- 
‘tom, Peaceful Valley and Bush- 
town, districts where most of the 
cows are. pastured together, mak- 
ing infection an ever present pos- 
sibility. if diseased animals are 
introduced from the outside. . 
A trecent outbreak of Undulant 


necessity oF warning the public 
of watching for signs of Bang’s di- 
sease in herds and individual cows 
and refusing to buy animals so in- 
‘fected. Bang’s disease manifests 
itelf in human beings in the shape 
of Undulant fever, and pasteuriza- 
tion of all milk supplies ig the best 
method to prevent its spread.

Through proper...irrigation it has 
been estimated that drought years 
can be eliminated and _ farmers, 
through selective crops, can greatly 
increase the income they would be 
making even in normal years. 

Instead of grossing approximately 
$20: an acre from a dry land wheat 
crop farmers could gross between 
$120 and $360 an acre on watered 
land raising vegetable canning crops 
and from $125 to $225 raising sugar 
beet crops.

Helpful Hints To 
Sheep Shearers 


As a means of iereditiig the wisi 
of high-grade wool, great care should 


be taken when the sheep are being| 


shorn, By following the recommenda- 
tions of the National Sheep Commit- 
tee for handling fleece wool at shear- 
ing, the yield and profits may be in- 
creased through’ the prevention see 
damp, wet, and dirty wool appearing 
in-the clip. 

These recommendations are: 

(a) Shear on a ‘clean floor. and 
avoid second cuts. In the case 
of sizeable range flocks, the 
holding pens should have slat- 
ted fidors, 

(b) Keep all short, hairy leg and 
face clippings away from the 
‘fleece. If there is any quantity 
of these clippings pack them 
separately in a small sack. 

-(c) Spread fleece, flesh side down, 
on a slatted table or on a clean 
surface, 


(ad) Remove all tags, dung locks or}. 


muddy bellies, Pack separately. 
(e) Remove: any’ bellies that are 


«very burry, chaffy or strawy

affected fleece parts, Pack sep- 
... arately. 
(f) Fold fleece twice from one side 
to bring back portion upper-
